Real Estate Men Impressed.

Without a single 
exception, each of these men not only 
expressed the belief that the meeting 
would be one of the greatest benefit 
to the entire state, but signified not 
only his willingness, but his anxiety 
to do what he might to bring about 
the proposed exposition. 

“It would be one: of the greatest 
things for the state of which I can 
conceive,” said Forrest Adair. “I have 
recently returned from ‘a trip through 
the middle west, where I traveled 
through Kansas, Nebraska, Minnesota 
and the Dakotas. In these states farm- 
ing lands which will bring returns 
of $50 an acre or less sell for $175 
to $200 per acre. As a fresult, thou- 
sands of the people are moving into 
Canada,- where land tis cheaper.

Taft and Advisers Find a He- 
farious Provision in Indian 
Appropriation Bill 


WELL-KNOWN PERSONS

Taft Plans Crusade to Prevent 
Further Spoliation of the In- 
dians---It Is Propdsed to Put 
All the Indian Lands Involved 

‘in the Hands of a United 
States Receiver. 


Beverly, Mass., August 8.—A ‘vigor- 
ous prosecution to reclaim.title to a 
vast amount of Indian jana in Okla- 
homa is being planned by the depart- 
ment of justice for the coming autumn. 

One of the principal actions in pros- 
pect ig to overcome the effect of an 
ingenious “Joker” which was written 
into the Indian appropriation bill just 
before that measure was handed to the 
president for his signature. 

The “Joker” was discovered by Soli- 
citor General Bowers, but it was 
agreed between the president and Mr. 
Bowers that it was too late to send 
the bill back to congress, and that a 
means of offsetting the “Joker” would 
be devised. 


What the “Joker” Means. 


This “Joker,” which is now a law, 
granted the right of appeal to the 
United States supreme court in a case 
involving more than 20,000 Indian con- 
tracts, which had been decided in 
favor of the government by the court 
of appeals of the eighth circuit. As 
the matter had been taken into the 
circuit court on a demurrer, the de-« 
fendants had no right of appeal to 
the supreme court. ~ 

It is the belief of the government 
officiats that the authoriy ‘to appeal 
was sought and secured not with any 
idea that the case might be won in the 
court of final resort, but simply te gain 
& delay of a year or eighteen motnhs. 

This belief is based on the fact that 
the lands’ involved in this case are 
practically coal and oil lands, and 
every day that passes they are being 
stripped of these natural resources HS 
fast as the coal can be mined and the 
oil pumped. A year and a half delay 


means millions of dollars to the claim- 
ants.

With a copy of Byron's poems beside 
hiny Gamaliel Bradford, third, of Wel- 
lesly Hills, direct descendant of Wil- 
liam Bradford, first governor of the 
Plymouth colony, and a member of the 
graduating class: of.1910 at Harvard, 
shot himegelf to death at a local hotel 
today, because the girl he. loved an] 
who is engaged to another, had re- 
fused him. 

Passion Overcame Puritanism. 

Bradford was 23 years old and the 
course of his passion broke the stern 
barrier of long generations of puritan 
repression this morning, when he 
begged the young woman he boved to 
break her engagement to another man. 

His pleadings were made-at the raii- 
road station here arid concealing his 
agitation at the young lady’s refusal; 
Bradford waiked directly to a nearhy 
hotel, engaged a room, and, saying he 
was tired, locked himself in. Within 
half an hour, four shots were heard. 
When hotel employees broke down 
the door of the young man’s room, he 
was found, lying on the floor uncon- 
scious from a. wound in his head. The 
Other three shots, fired wiidly, left 
their marks about the apartments. 

Girl With Him Wh™= He Died. ., 

News of the shooting :vached the 
young woman who had rejected him 
and she fainted... Upon recovery she 
begged to go to Bradford's bedside at 
the hospital, where he was taken, and 
there she remained unti he died, a few 
hours later, unconscious to the end. 

Gamaliel Bradford, second, the 
youth’s father, said his son long brood- 
ed over his love affair and the family 
had feared such a result. 

Young Bradford was a brilliant stu- 
dent, finishing his four years’ course 
at Harvard in three years. His col- 
lege chum, John Brooks, committed 
suicide two years ago, under the. same 
circumstances as today’s tragedy. /

the Trouble in New York by 
a Compromise 


Beverly, Mass., August 8.—Timothy 
L. Woodruff, republican state chairman 
of New York, talked politics with 
President Taft for more than two 
hours and a half today. 

Mr. Woodruff is optimistic over the 
outlook in New York state, declares 
that a compromise will be reached on 
the primary question ‘and significantly 
remarked before he left for home that 
circumstances might arise which would 
cause him to be a candidate to succeed 
himself as state chairman. Mr. Wood- 
ruff, who has had the job for four 
years, says it is thankless, but he may 
try it again. ' 

_ Incidentally, Mr. Woodruff produces 
a new gubernatorial possibility by in- 
cluding Charles 8. Whitman, the dis- 
trict attorney of New Yotk county, 
elected on the fusion ticket last fall, 
in the list of candidates he discussed 
with the president. The others prom- 
inently mentioned were Henry L. Stim- 
son, ex-United States district attor- 
ney, and Clark Williams, superintend- 
ent of banking. 

To Defeat Governor Hughes’ Plan. 

The compromise, which’ Mr. ‘Wood- 
ruff said would be reached on the pri- 
mary question, means a defeat of Gov- 
ernor Hughes’ plan for direct nomina- 
tions, Mr. Woodruff said the party 
leaders in the state would not stand 
for the elimination of the convention 
principle. He said President Taft and 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt were in 
accord as to New York politics and 
that neither was “disposed to force his 
Own views as to any man or thing.” 

“The republi@an party,’’ said Mr. 
Woodruff, “will indorse all of Gov- 
ernor Hughes’ primary views except 
doing away with the conventions. We 
will continue to have conventions to 
name Our candidates for office. 

According to Mr. Woodruff, the re- 
Publican state platform will declare 
for primaries along the lines of the 
Meade-Phillips bill, which was vetoed 
by Governor Hughes. This bill, which 
embodies the primary idea, was passed 
at the regular session of the legisla- 
ture as a gubstitute for Governor 
Hughes’ bill. 

The governor vetoed it, and called 
an extra session. The legislature at 
the extra session again defeated the 
governor's bill, although Colonel 
Roosevelt, entering the fight at the 
last minute, expressed the hope that 
the Cobb bili, with amendments, would

Hon. O. B. Stevens, the single repre- 
sentative of the farmers on the rail- 
road commission and a candidate to 
succeed himself, was born near Benev- 
olence, a small town in the ‘fourth

Georgia, August 1, 1847, thus being 
now a few days past 63 years of age, 
and still hale and heart ty.

Lee, the parents of Mr. Stevens had 
removed to Dover, in the part of Ran- 
dolph theg was subsequently assigned 
to Terrell, and there, between the 
plough handles, he acquired his know!l- 
edge of agriculture. Later in a coun- 
try store as clerk he obtained a good 
business training 

Before he reached his seventeenth 
birthday he was serving around the 
city of Atlanta in the eorgia state 
troops, acquitting himself with the 
Same conscientious performance of 
duty exhibited since by him in al] the 
relations of life. 

He was elected in 1884 to the Geor- 
gia house of representatives, in which 
he served three consecutive terms. He 
was chosen in 1896 to represent the 
eleventh senatorial district in the up- 
per house of the general assembly of 
Georgia and at the expiration of his 
term was elected commissioner of agri- 


culture over Hon. R. T. Nesbit, of Cobb’ 


county, who had filled this office for 
several yéars. His administration of 
the affairs of the Georgia department 
of agriculture was marked by distin- 
xuished ability. Sone of the best 
works descriptive of the advantages of 
Georgia that have ever gone forth 
from our state were published and 
distributed under his auspices, chief 
among which was ‘‘Georgia—Historica) 
and Industrial.’""” By careful manage- 
ment of the appropriations for the 
maintenance of the department of 
agriculture he provided the means for 
the preparation and publication of 
that large volume, go full of valuable 
information concerning everything 
that one wishes to know about Geor- 
gia. Had he done nothing else during 
his administration, this one enterprise, 
so helpful to every department of in- 
dustry in Georgia, entitles Mr. Stevens 
to the lasting gratitude of his native 
state. The appreciation of the people 
for his able administration was evinced 
by his overwhelming reelection to the 
office of commissioner of agriculture 
in 1902. He wes in 1905 appointed 
railroad commissioner by Governer Jo. 
seph M. Terrell. His term will ex- 
pire in 1911 and he is a candidate for 
reelection,’ to which his ability in pre- 
vious offices entrusted to him and his 
conscientious fidelity as railroad com- 
missioner fully entitle him,

With only ome vote to spare, the bill 
appropriating the sum of $35,000 to 
the Georgia School of Technology for 
the purpose of erecting a new shop 
building passed the house yesterday 
morning. The vote was 94 to 59. 

The bill was introduced by Repre- 
sentatives Brown, McElreath and Alex- 
ander, of Fulton, and was amended so 
that the sum of $35,000 shall not be 
available until $15,000, which has been 
promised the school from a private 


source, is secured. 

When the bill was taken up Monday 
ig was by the action of the rules com- 
mittee, which set it as a special order 
for that time. It was the second time 
it had been up for ‘passage; having 
been defeated several days ago for 
lack of a constitutional majority. 

The time for argument on the bill 
was limited to twenty minutes, Mr. 
McElreath spoke in favor of it, and 
Mr. Heard, of Dooly, spoke against .t. 

$5,000 Appropriation Tabled. 

The house. tabled the bill by Mr. 
McHahan, of Clarke, appropriating 
the sum of $5,000 to the State Normal 
school at Athens for the purpose of 
equipping the Carmegie library. 

The house also tabled the bil] to 
appropriate $2,000 to the state board of 
health for the purpose of meeting ex- 
penses. 7 

The bili by Messrs. Anderson, Law- 
rence and McCarthy, of Chatham, au- 
thorizing county commissioners =§ i% 
enact regulations to protect roads and 
bridges, so long as the regulations do 
not conflict with existing laws, was 
tabled after a short argument. 

The house passed the bill by Mr. 
White, of Sereven, fixing the fees for 
constables. 

The bill by Mr. Anderson, of Chat- 
ham, providing that the ordinary shal! 
be allowed to charge a fee of $2 for 
each near beer license which he issues 
was passed by the vote of 108 to 4. 
Mr. Anderson stated that by an over- 
sight the duty of issuing the licens2s 
has been conferred upon the ordinary 
without any compensation therefor. 

Increase Denied Commission. 

After a short argument the house 
voted to table the bill by Mr. Tuggle, 
of Troup, and others, increasing’ the 
salary of the. three prison commis- 
sioners from §2,000 to $3,000 per year 

Mr. Persons, of Monroe, offered an 
amendment providing that only the 
salary of the chairman should 09e 
increased, but the amendment was 
tabled with the bill. 

The house also tabled the bill by Mr. 
Hardman, of Jackson, to’ pay the heirs 
of Sherman J. Sims for property 
which was used as a right-of-way by 
the old Northeastern railroad. 

On motion of Mr. Reid, of Campbell, 
the house reconsidered its action in 
passing the bill providing for an ad- 
ditional stenographer in the office of 
the comptroller gemeral at a salary 2f 
$1,800 per year. 

Mr. Reid stated he wished the bill 
reconsidered because he has found 
that the comptroller general will hav: 
to pay the salary himself, as the biil 
provides that it shall come out of the 
receipts. of the office. 

Mr. Reid made an earnest appeal! for 
the reconsideration of the bill, declar- 
ing that the comptroller general should 
not be imposed on to the extent of 
forcing him to pay for assistance in 
his office, and he declared further thai 
the salary of the office is not so large 
as meembers of the house have tried to 
make it appear. 

The vote to reconsider was 64 to 64. 
and Speaker Holder voted aye, and .t 
carried. 

For Widening Peachtree. 

On motion of Mr. Alexander. of Ful- 
ton, the house reconsidered its action 
in defeating the bill authorizing the 
governor to give a strip of land 20 
feet wide off the property of the gov- 
ernor’s mansion for the purfose of 
allowing the city of Atlanta to widen 
Peachtree street. 

Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb, declared 
that the state, by defeating the resolu- 
tidn, is standing in the way of public 
improvement, and that it was a con- 
dition of which he was most thorough- 
ly ashamed. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, wanted to know !f 
any citizen had as yet given the city 
any property for the purpose of widen-’ 
ing the street. Mr. Alexander told him 
that he understood not, but that if 
the property of private citizens is not 
given the property of the state wiil 
not be needed. 

The motion to reconsider prevailed 
without further argument, and the 
resolution goes to the foot of the cal- 
endar.

Many of the thousands of homicides which now blot the records 0 

our moreno would not be committed were it not for the fact that there is 
nothing, either in public sentiment or in the courts of justice, to make 
them afraid. Our jatis are filled with men who have broken the com- 
mandment, “Fhou shalt not kill,” who will never be called upon to pay 
the penalty of their crimes. Delays and technicalities render the law 
almost powerless, while the good citizens sit by and see the gi grt 
enacted, apparently without realizing the dreadful significance of the 


procedure. ae 
As The Constitution has shown, technicalities and an antiquat- 


ed procedure are bad enough; the matter is aggravated when a 
mistaken leniency of juries causes murderers to be acquitted alto- 


gether, or let off with nominal sentences. Only a few weeks ago 


judge Maddox, at Rome, declared from his seat on the bench that 
Floyd county “needed a first-class hanging.” 

Another phase.that needs to be thoroughly impressed upon the 
popular mind is the invocation of the plea of “unconstitutionality” 
against remedies aimed at the root ofthese various evils. Here is 


how Dr. Scarrett handles and disposes of such weak defense: 


As an excuse for not préperly enforcing the law some plead the fear 
of infringing ths rights and liberties of the people at large. This is 
worse than meaningless babble, for there is and can be only one true 
conception of liberty and freedom and that is obedience to law. 


As this courageous minister says, such arguments are “worse 
than meaningless babble.” Yet they have been continuously em- 
ployed by the constitutional kildees to extenuate their inactivity or 


their obstructive tactics. | 

What Georgia, what every American state, needs is more men 
of the type represented in Dr. Scarrett. Once the God-fearing people 
of this commonwealth are wakened to their duty in the premises, 
we will have a speedy readjustment, the legal kildees to the contrary 
rotwithstanding. 


THE SHARK AND THE RED MAN. 


If it develops nothing else, the probe of the Gore charges au- 
thorized by congress will direct national attention to our slipshod 
methods of dealing with the Indians, the wards of the government. 
And there is not lacking evidence that wholesale reform is here most 
urgently needed. : = 

Many of the most reliable leaders of the civilized tribes testify 
that tardiness on part of the government in selling lands belong- 
ing to the Indians, according to promise, has paved the way to the 
inroads of conscienceless lawyers who do not hesitate to prey upon 
the red men.

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FARMERS ONLY FOR THE FARM. 


One of the sanest pronouncements we have seen on the “back 
to the farm” movement is that uttered recently, as follows, by The 
Winona (Minn.) Independent: 


In every city there is a large percentage of people who have ‘tasted 
discouragements of heavy living expenses in the big centers and who 
are consider! returning to farm life again under the new conditions 
which have WFisntened that occupation since the earlier years when 
they were induced .to forsake it. The pendulum is swinging in the 
other direction now, and this early it can be predicted with confidence 
that another census ten years from now will show an opposite condi- 


tion from the present one. 

Our most reliable thinkers are in agreeement that one of the 
big problems of the day is the checking of the trend from the farm 
to the city, with the substitution of a reverse twist. 

A mistake that many of them fall into is the assumption: that 
city-bred men or women can go out to the nearest available patch 
of ground and at once and with success take up the work of feeding 
and clothing the nation, 

The Independent, on the other hand, views the issue from the 
logical slant. It shows that, to be permanently effectual, any move- 
ment from the city to the farm must be on the part of people who 
originally abandoned the farm for the city, and who are now con- 
vinced of their error. 

People of this class may with safety go back to the land and, 
utilizing the tremendous improvements made since their departure, 
build success upon an alniost guaranteed scale. 

But it is not apparent that a young or middle-aged man, and the 
wives of either, with a knowledge gleaned only from text-books or 
from casual admiration of the passing truck wagon, can tickle the 
acres with a hoe and bring forth even a tolerable harvest. 

The farmers’ business is like any occupation, it requires training 
and experience. Books help a great deal, of course, though our dis- 
appointing agricultural colleges are evidence that too much reliance 
has been placed upon the academic phase. 

To this general discouragement of the novice going to.the farm 
there may be entered one exception, and that is as pertains to the 
young man, or woman for that matter, who contemplates making 
agriculture a lifework, just as they would the law, medicine or any 
other vocation requiring study, patience and perseverance. 

The day is at hand when people are more easily convinced of 
the profit-and healthfulness of farm as against city life. Those of 
this belief, taken early enough, may be conscientiously advised to 
cast their fortunes with the trend farmward.

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In the two days which remain of the 
present legislative session, the senate 
will devote all of its time to the con- 
sideration of measures sent over from 
the house. When President Slaton’s 
gavel falls on Wednesday night the in- 
dications are that every measure on 
the clerk’s desk favorably reported 
will have had consideration and its 
chance of passage. 

The senate on yesterday made the

rules committee the steering commit- 
tee for the remainder of the session.

The bill requires that any pée@rson 
who is paid by any person, firm or 
corporation to. represent them in the 
interest of any legislation pending be- 
fgre the general assembly, shall file 
a statement to that effect with the 
secretary of state, giving his name, 
the name of the party he represents 
and the-particular piece of legislation 
which he has been employed to look 


is punishable as for a felony. 

; Statement of Expenses. 

The bill further provides that at the 
clo of each session of the general 
assembly the firm or corperation so 
represented by any paid representative, 
shayi file with the secretary of state 
a Statement of expenses incurréd by 
having their interests looked after in 
the legislature, F@ilure to’ comply 
with this provision of the act hs pun- 
ishable as, for a misdemeanor. 

Mr. Wright, of Floyd; Mr. Hall, of 
Bibb, and Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb, 
epoke in favor of the bill. 

Mr. Hall declared that lobbying is not 
nearly so prominently carried on now 
as it Was several years ago, but that 
the bill is needed nevertheless to pre- 
vent it in future. yy 

Mr. Henderson, of aye ma ey him 
if he believed the state h ahy rep- 
resentatives who could be approached 
by lobbyists. 

“Yes, I do,” shouted Mr. Hall, “and 
I've seen it done. Since I- have been 
in the legislature I’ve seen both 
branches of the general assem>ly in the 
control of the special interests.” 
Hall made reference to 1906, 
that lobbying had already begun to 
lose such prominence in the legisla- 
tive halls before the agitation of the 
question during that year.

Up-to-date managers try to bring their players 
to a point where they do their own thinking, 
for it is found that this, after all,.is the best 
system On which to run a team successfully. 

Individual generalship—cases in which the play- 
er, undirected by his leader, makes a atriking 
play—are innumerable: Like the plays in high- 
class team work, they make a hero of the man 
who succeeds, while the poor fellow whose plan 
miscues is the butt of derision.

gion than of stimulation on specula-: 


tive activity, as the appearance of two 
reports did not oacur until the session 
of the stock exchange was well au- 
vanced. The first effect of the govern- 
ment crop report was to @epress price» 
sharply, but a rally followed. Tte 
Copper Producers’ report was well reé- 
ceived, more from its contragt with 
predictions of its contents than from 
positive betterment in trade conditions 
to be inferred from its showing. Th» 
impression had got abroad that a suDd- 
stential increase in the surplus stocks 
on hand would be shown by the report. 
An increase of only 2,254,661. pounds 
was accepted, therefore, as an agree- 
able disappointment. A reduction in 
the month’s production of &,8$49,185 
pounds, compared with June, indi- 
cated an extremely moderate restric- 
tion of output.

September sold 
from 62% to 63%.

“The Amended Bankrupt Law as It 

Affects the Credit man.” 
eee 

“Largely through tha instrumental- 
ity of the National Association of 
Credit Men, of which you are a con- 
stituent part, amendments have been 
passed by congress to the bankrupt 
act » which, while materially altering 
the law, at the same time have greatly 
addéd to its effectiveness. — : 

“The law as it now exists is a refuge 
for the honest but unfortunate debtor, 
but for the dishonest it carries within 
itself punishments that are certain and 
severe; and for the greditor it gives 
relief. that no federaj] bankrupt law 
ever enacted approaches in its Iati- 
tude.” 

Mr. Phillips said the most important 
amendment was that eentitled “Duties 
of Trustees.” Heretofore it has been 
held by the United States supreme 
court that the title of thé trustee was 
no better than that of the bankrupt, 
except in matters of fraud. - Under the 
new provision the trustee is now en- 
| dowed as to the property in his hands, 
with all the rights of a lenholder, ant 
as to property in the hands of third 
persons he is given the rights of a 
judgment creditor with an execution 
returned ‘unsatisfied. 

He then discussed the other amend- 
ments to the act. 

A resolution was introduced by Boll- 
ing Jones providing that the organi- 
zation change its name, according to 
legislation adopteq by the national 
association at its meeting at New Or- 
leans from the “Atlanta Credit Men’s 
Association” to the “Credit Men’s As- 
pociation of Atlanta.”

them by the government, it is said 
that the department of justice officers 
have unearthed a startling condition 
of affairs, involving many well-known 
persons, which will come out fully 
when the cases are heard. The gov- 
ernment is fighting the cases hard for 
the Indians and once the lands are 
reclaimed, it is proposed to further 
protect them, if congress can be pre- 
vailed upon to de so. 

The defendants in some of the ac- 
tions that are pending have offered 
unique legal propositions to be met 
by the government. -In the first place 
they claim that having granted the 
land to the Indians, the government 
has not the constitutional right to 
restrict this land. 

The court of appeals decided against 
this claim, however. It is now argued 
in another case that the Indians have 
been granted citizenship and have be- 
come citizens of the state and con- 
gress has no right to act respecting 
them. : 

Fourteenth Amendment Invoked. 

The government is preparing a nov- 
el answer to this suit. It will be con- 
tended that while the Indians may 
have been granted the right of citi- 
zenship under the United States, they 
do not become oitizens under the 
fourteenth amendment, providing that 
persons ‘born in and under the juris- 
diction of the United States, or nat- 
uralized, are citizens of the United 
States and of the state in which they 
resided. It will be claimed that the 
Indians were not born under the juris- 
diction of the United States, but under 
their tribal jurisdiction. The United 
States deals with the tribes, but never 
with the individuals. The outcome of 
this contenttion will be watched with 
particular interest. 

President Taft has told several of 
his callers recently that he was fully 
acquainted with Vice President Sher- 
man’s attitude as to the Indian con- 
tracts cases involved in the pending 


Oklahoma legislation caustd by the 
Gore charges, and that he knew the 
vice president was strenuously opposed 
to allowing the big fees to attorneys 
in connection with which the alleged 
attempt at bribery occurred.

VEILED AS LOAN? 


Against Creager. 


Congressman Strongly Denies 
Accusation--More Sensational 
Revelations Made Before the 


bery Charge of Senator Gore. 


McAlester, Okla. August 8.—A 
charge. that Congressman Cr H&E, 
Creager, of the Third Oklahoma dis- 
trict, had solicited “sums” of money 
from J. F. McMurray, holder of the 
Indian land contracts that are: being 
subjected to an investigation, was 
made by Jake L. Hamon today before 
the investigation committee appointed 
by the house of representatives. 

The charge developed in conmaction 
with the inquiry into Senator T.. P. 
Gore’s declaration that he had been 
offered a $25,000 or $50,000 bribe to 
help “put through congress the Mc- 
Murray deal’’ by.which he asserted Mc- 
Murray and his associates would be 
able to secure $3,000,000, or 10 per cént, 
as attorney’s fees, in the sale of 450,- 
000 acres of coal, asphalt and timber 
land now belonging to the Indians in 
this state. 

Senator Gore said Hamon had 
fered the bribe in McMurray’s behalf, 
and Congressman Créager also had 
testified that Hamon had “suggested”’ 
that he (Creager) might secure an 
“interest” in the contracts if he helped 
to remove all opposition to their ap- 
proval -by congress and President 
Taft. 


Hamon Turns on Creager. 


Hamon today made the counter 
charge against Creager. He said 
Creager had solicited money from Mc- 
Murray during the pendency in con- 
gress of a bill which had been drawn 
up by McMurray, and which Creager 
introduced. This bfll provided for the 
sale of ‘the surface lands to individu- 
als and for the sake of the mineral 
wealth to the government. 

Although the McMurray 
were not referred to in it, the bill, 
Hamon said, was so termed that Mc- 
Murray might have been able to put 
in a claim for the -attorney’s fees. 
rhe measure, however, was not passed. 

“IT want Mr. Creager recalled to the 
stand to answer these charges,” said 
Hamon. “I want him to acknowledge 
why, just after he introduced that 
bill, he went to McMurray and under 
the guise of loans demandeq from Mc- 
Murray large sums of money. [I think 
it will throw considerable light on the 
Indian land situation at Washington 
if Creager is recalled and asked about 
his demands for money from McMur- 
ray.” ? 

On being informed by Congressman 
Charles H. Burke, chairman of the 
committee, that it was doubtful if 
Creager would be recalled, Hamon ask- 
ed to be allowed to introduce witnesses 
to testify as to his charges. His request 
was taken under advisement. 

Indians Tell of Bad Treatment. 

It was “Indian day” at the hearing. 
Many Indians testified they had signed 
the McMurray contracts: allowing 10 
per cent attorneys’ fees because they 
had been impatient at the government. 
As the government’s wards, they sald, 
they had concluded they had to employ 
attorneys to fight the government in 
order to secure what money had been 
promised. 

It was pointed out that 85 per cent 
of the Choctaws and Chickasaws had 
signed the 10 per cent agreement. This 
represented a large portion of the 110,- 
000 Indians in this state. That McMur- 
ray’s agents had gone among the §In- 
dians and asked them to sign the con- 
tracts, and to send the telegrams to 
President Taft urging him to approve 
the sale of the land on a 10 per cent 
“attorneys fees’’ basis, was the bur- 
den of most of the Indians’ testimony. 

Used to 10 Per Cent Idea. 

“We have become used to the ‘10 per 
cent idea,’”’ declared Park Anderson, a 
Choctaw. “Most of the Indians in this 
state have to pay 10 per cent on all 
debts and borrowed money. We have 
become so dependent on attorneys that 
they have a hand in almost everything 
we do.” 

“Do you mean to say that to sell 
your land you are willing to give Mc- 
Murray -$3,000,000, or enough to hire 
all the lawyers in Oklahoma?” asked 
Congressman M. B. Miller. 

“Yes, we have waited so long for the 
government that we weuld give 256 per 
cent if it would cause a quick sale. 
We need the money to develop the 
land on which we live.” 

It was estimated by C. C. Choate, an- 
other Choctaw, that if his land was 
sold through the McMurray contracts 
his share would be $5,000, with a re- 
duction of $500 in fees. ‘‘Now,” he said, 
“I would rather have $4,500 while I am 
living than wait till the government 
acts and get $5,000 when I’m dead.” 

A Badly Shot-Up Indian. 

A singular appearance was present- 
ed by Charles Lafiore, a Choctaw, who, 
as captain of police, 
many a battle of the plains. He had 
only one eye, three of his fingers were 
shot off, and his body was covered with 
bullet wounds. Asked about the activ- 
ity of McMurray’s agents, he related 
that he had been appointed by George 
W. Scott, acting for McMurray, and 
had been induced to sign a telegram, 
the wording of which he himself had 
not dictated, this being a telegram ad- 
dressed: to Richard C, Adams, of 
Washington, an attorney. The. sub- 
stance of that telegram was that the In 
dians approved the contracts and asked 
Adams to call on President Taft and 
urge him to sell the land without de- 
lay. 

“Who did you think Adams was?” 

“Why, I thought he was somebody 
with powerful influence, who could go 
to the president and to congress and 
tell them what he wanted. We were 
not so anxious to give up 10 per cent, 
but we thought it would be better to 
sell on that basis than not to get any- 
thing at all. We were in the dark as 
to how.matters stood in Washington, 
but we thought Adams would be able 
to fix thinss all right.” 

Others from the list of the 10,000 
Indians who signed the contracts are 
to be interrogated tomorrow. 

Creager Makes Siatement. 

Muskogee, Okla., August 8.—In re- 
ply to the charges made by Jake lL. 
Hamon at McAlester today that Con- 
gressman C. E. Creager had attempted 
under the guise of loans, to obtain 
$4,000 from J. F. McMurray, Mr. Crea- 
ger tonight gave out the following:
